Know: 


QUALIFYING 


Qualifying session laps are officially timed to within a thousandth of a second. To qualify for the race, 
each rider must record at least one lap time within 107 percent of the fastest qualifying time in his 
class. The rider with the fastest time starts from the “pole position.” The starting grid is composed of 
rows of three for MotoGP and rows of four for 250cc and 125cc. MotoGP riders qualify on special 
tires that are typically only good for one lap. 
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THE FLAGS 

Green Flag: The track is clear. 

Green Light: This light must be switched on at the pit lane exit to signal the start of each practice 
session and of the warm-up, the start of the sighting laps and of the warm up lap. 

Yellow and Red Striped Flag: The adhesion on this section of the track could be affected by 
any other reason than rain. 

White Flag with diagonal Red Cross: Drops of rain on this section of the track. 

White Flag with diagonal Red Cross + Yellow and Red Striped Flag: Rain on this section 
of the track. 

Blue Flag: Indicates to a rider that he is about to be overtaken. 

Checkered Flag: Waved at the finish line to indicate the finish of race or practice session. 
Checkered Flag and Blue Flag: Waved on track level when a rider precedes closely to the 
leader during the final lap before the finish line. 

Flashing Blue Lights: Switched on at the pit lane exit at all time during practices and races. 
Yellow Flag: Indicates danger ahead. The riders must slow down and be prepared to stop. 

White Flag: Indicates the riders are allowed to change machine. 

Red Flag and Red Lights: When the race or practice is interrupted, the red flag will be 
waved and the red lights around the track will be switched on. 

Black Flag: Used to convey instructions to one rider only, and is displayed together with the 
rider’s number. 

Black Flag with Orange Disk: Informs the rider that his motorcycle has mechanical 
problems likely to endanger himself or others, and that he must immediately leave 
the track. 


THE MOTORCYCLES 


MotoGP bikes are custom-built 800cc, 250cc or 125cc bikes, are not available for purchase 
by the general public and cannot be legally ridden on public roads. The 800cc bikes are 
the fastest and most technologically-advanced in the world. GP bikes are produced to 
win races and showcase the design and technological capabilities of their manufacturers, 
and are constructed from expensive and lightweight materials like titanium and carbon 
fiber. Participants in the Red Bull MotoGP Riders Cup compete on identical 125cc bikes 
by KTM. 

THE RACES 

MotoGP - 28 laps 
250cc - 26 laps 
125cc - 23 laps 

Red Bull Riders Cup - 16 laps 
Red Bull AMA Rookies Cup - 16 laps 

THE NUMBERS 

As the reigning MotoGP World Champion, Casey Stoner carries the #1 on his Ducati 
Team bike. Lower numbers signify better results, but most riders are superstitious 
and tend to stick with the same numbers - including Valentino Rossi and the #46 
and Nicky Havden and the #69.
